Peter N. Anschutz, chief aviation 
pilot, brought the plane to the sur- 
face of the ocean after an accident 
that has few duplicates in aviation 
history. 

The plane, one of the PN-7 type, 
was working with the battle fleet 
and had just let out a “sleeve”’ as| 
a target for anti-aircraft practice 
when a propeller blade was car- 
ried away. The flying metal and 
wood wrecked the starboard’ en- 
gine and almost severed one of the 
shoulders of the lower wing, next 
the fuselage. The engine 


dropped, but was caught in a v-| 
shaped support and did not fall out | 
of the plane. ' 
The men prepared to jump, but) 


saw that Anschutz was trying to} 
pilot the crippled plane.

Scott. The nose of the plane would 
not point down, so the men crawled 
forward, bringing it down by their 
weight.

Possibly only one person knew 
Prof, Farr’s methods well enough 
to continue his work. That per- 
son, a poised, brown-eyed woman, 
today moves quietly and capably 
among her test-tubes and retorta— 
Mrs. Wanda Farr, the widow, is 
carrying on, 

Prof, Farr, a specialist in cytol- 
ogy, the study of céllular growth 
and functions, was secking a nu- 
trient solution containing all the 
elements hecessary to plant growth. 
It was expected that such a solu- ~ 
tion would perfect the care of seed- 
lings by disclosing the effects of ni- 
trates and other salts on the de, 
velopment of plants, 

New Method by Prof. Farr. 

Prof. Farr devised a new method 
of getting at the problem. YWor- 
merly, it was approached by elimi- 
nating one element, thought to be 
necessary, from the_culture solu- 
tion, and then observing the effect 
on the plant or cell. But it was 
found that the changes in the acid- 
ity of the solution were dne to the 
activities of the plant itself rather 
than the omission of the element, 

Prof. Farr then conceived the

Chemists of three nations 
wrought effective weapons against 
the African sleeping sickness, once 
the blight of the Dark Continent. 
Dr. Richard P. Strong, head of the 
School of Tropical Diseases of Har- 
vard University and one of the 
world authorities in his field, said 
yesterday to a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter. 

In an interview in the home of 
Edward Mallinckrodt Jr., preced- 
ing an address pefore the Round 
Table Club last night, Dr. Strong 
discussed at length the medical 
and botanical expedition he .-led 
into unexplored parts of Africa ‘in 
1926, touching particularly on 


| sleeping sickness. 


The 
deadly 


African sleeping sickness, 
to untold thousands, 
bite of the tse-tse 
fly and is not to be confused with 
the sleeping sickness commonly 
found in this country and known 
as lethargic encephalitis. 
Three Effective Specifics. 

“The first specific against the 
African disease,” Dr. Strong said, 
“was Bayer 207. The Germans or- 
iginally produced it and declined 
to give the formula to the world. 
A French chemist named Forneau, 
however, analyzed the German 
preparation in 1926. Qn the basis 
of his analysis, the French pro- 
duced a specific. Meanwhile, the 
Rockefeller Foundation was *xperi- 
menting and produced a third spe- 
cific. All three were effective. 

“The British and:~ the Belgian 
Governments in Africa are curbing 
the disease with these prepara- 
tions.”’ 

In the little republic of Liberia, 
however, where the Harvard expe- 
dition spent the greater part of a 
year conducting investigations, lit- 
tle has been done in the field of 
medicine. Founded by American 
abolitionists in 1821 as a haven for 
freed slaves, Liberia today is a 
country of 43,000 square miles with 
a populatidhn of close to 2,000,000/ 

Bureaucracy Rule Oppressive. 

The descendants of American 
slaves, however, have built up a 
bureaucracy that runs the country, 
Dr. Strong said, and approximately 
2000 office holders oppress a na- 
tive African population of more 
than 1,500,000 at the point of the 
bayonet and the curl of the lash.

Strong said, although the female 
alone is capable of causing the tu- 
mor. Both male and female of 
tse-tse classification give African 
sleeping sickness with their bite. 
The finding of this dangerous new 
fly, Dr. Strong said, is of the ut- 
most importance, for it raises 
again the *possibility that all tu- 
mors may have a similar origin.

Committee Reports 
Rates Are Unfair. 


The Postal Committee of the Chamber of 
Commerce reported to Chamber members that 
the present rates had proved “inequitable, un- 
economic and unfair.’’ 

The National Letter Postage Association, 
which represents large users of first-class 
mail, has taken the old policy of the Depart- 
ment and has asked that every class of mail 
be made to pay for itself. This association, 
‘through Charles S,; Lewis of St. Louis, point- 
ed out to the House Committee that there 
was an estimated surplus of $83,000,000 last 
year on first-class mail and an estimated 
deficit of $84,000,000 on second-class matter. 

Lewis argued that the first-class rates 


increased. If such a policy were followed, 
through all the classes, rural free delivery 
) would have to be greatly curtailed and the 
magazines and newspapers would be forced 
}to find other channels of distribution. 


In fact, the newspapers and magazines 
already have found new distribution chan- 
nels because of the high 1925 rates. These 
users of second-class postage put up a ter- 
rific battle against the new rates but to some 
publishers they proved a blessing in disguise. 
They forced the publishers to use other 
agencies and these—bearing no such burdens 
as the free service of the Postoffice Depart- 
ment just enumerated—in many instances 
have proved cheaper than the postal service. 


Magazines Shipped 
Ahead by Freight. 


Newspapers established own out-of-town 
distributing systems. Magazine publishers set 
their publication dates far ahead, then pro- 
ceeded to send their bulky packages by freight 
or express to distant zones, where they were 
put into the mails for local delivery. In sev- 
eral instances, the Department, by the high 
1925 rates, killed the goose that laid the 
golden egg. Many of the new agencies have 
lowered the distribution cost to such levels 
that the Postoffice Department cannot hope 
to compete with them.

| 


Great Lack of Balance. 


There is a very great lack of balance today 
between these two factors. Our producing 
power has gone ahead so fast that it is esti- 
mated many of our basic industries, if they 
were to work at full capacity, could produce 
in six months more than is now consumed 
in a year. Many large manufacturing estab- 
lishments close their doors for weeks each 
year for lack of people to buy their products. 

These and other similar facts indicate that 
it takes much less time to produce goods 
which we need than it.took before the mod- 
ern improvements were introduced. A great 
deal of this extra time is now wasted in un- 
employment and seasonal slack periods. As 
ene way to further the right use of this time, 
the 40-hour work week has been suggested. 

Other benefits of the five-day week also 
are of economic value to industry. With leis- 
ure time, people develop greater and, more 
discriminating needs and therefore a greater 
desire to buy the goods that industry is pro- 
ducing. 


Need Must Develop. 


However, we are not foolish enough to be- 
lieve that it can be generally instituted until 
industry and those associated with and in in- 
dustry are ready for and prepared to accept 
We are conscious of the readjustments it 


will involve. Many lines of industry can 


|operate today on a five-day week basis. Others 


cannot. To attempt to make its application 
general and immediate would delay seripusly, 
if not defeat our purpose. 

Therefore labor fully appreciates the nec- 
essity of developing, and having developed, 
apply a policy which will be sufficiently flex- 
ible to permit its adaptation to conditions as 
they develop. 

Many good, well-meaning people today are 
doubtful of the value of the five-day work 
week, if not distinctly opposed to it.

The opposition to the eight-hour day, first 
asked for by the American Federation of La- 
bor in 1884, is too well known to be retold 
here. I may, however, be pardoned for call- 
ing attention to the fact that the great steel 
master, the last of the great industrial lead- 
ers to insist upon a 12-hour day, was able to 
report after its institution in his mills to his 
stockholders and distribute among them 
larger earnings than they had ever shared. 


Old Arguments Revived. 


The arguments of 1825 against._the 10- 
hour day, the arguments of 1920 against the 
eight-hour day were mainly that the shorter 
day was impractical, that it would add to 
living costs, To these, those who now oppose 
the five-day week now add another argu- 
ment. They say it.will make it impossible 
for us to meet the competition of foreigners 
working longer days and a longer week. 

This newer argument is as fallacious as 
the older ones. We have nothing to fear 
from the foreigner. It is the foreigner who 
is afraid of us. Witness commission after 
commission coming to thege shores to study 
and examine our factories and our methods 
in the hope that they may learn how to com- 
pete with us. 

The labor movement was charged with 
seeking to limit production when it estab- 
lished the 10-hour day. The charge was re- 
peated when we fought for the nine-hour day 
end again when the federation, then in its 
swaddling clothes, set up the eight-hour 
movement.

The publishers 
refused the offer on the ground that their 
first service was to their own readers and 
that they could not delay their own deliveries 
by waiting for late trains. 

When asked whether such a distributing 
system could be applied to morning newWspa- 
pers, Hanson told the Committee that many 
morning newspapers had been forced to cre- 
ate their own trucking delivery because s0 


many morning trains had been taken off.

Hanson ridiculed the Postoffice Depart- 
ment’s accounting system. He pointed out 
that the Department was not like a private 
/ business, because it did not include in its 
profit and loss statement the cost of its build- 
ings and general overhead~ expenses. The 
postal buildings in New York City alone, he 
said, cost hundreds of millions of dollars, and 
the total for the whole country would run 
into billions. 

He further pointed out that Federal road 
aid was based on the use of the roads by the 
rural carriers. Within the last few years, 
the Government has appropriated approxi- 
mately $800,000,000 for such Federal aid. 
Such appropriations would have to be includ- 
ed in the balance sheet if the Department 
were conducted like a private enterprise, he 
observed.

Cleave to the tradition of his craft.

By CLARK McADAMS. 
HERE is behind the Players’ 
Guild Theater. which began its 
work in St. Louis this season 
nder difficulties inevitably asso- 
ated with such an about-face in 
ateur dramatics, an idea that, is 
Brth thinking about. The little 
ater, which this is designed to 
ome in St. Louis, is a very pop- 
ar institution all over the United 
tes. It is, of course, at its best 
places like California and Texas, 
hich are seldom penetrated by 
aveling troupes and are therefore 
iven to produce their own drama; 
t it is also popular all over the 
buntry. It resulted in New York, 
om the careers of the Washing- 
bn Square, the Little Theater, the 
andbox, the Neighborhood Play- 
ouse, and others, in the Theater 
uild, which has become the most 
portant single theatrical factor 
the city. 
It ought to be possible to have 
little theater in St. Louis. There 
s enough interest to support it, 
nd the community needs it both 
a school of acting and a means 
tf furnishing plays which are not 
d cannot be commercial. There 
re many of these plays, and the 
Plavers’ Guild has exhibited an ex- 
ellient example of them in “Out- 
ward Bound.” Unfortunately, it 
is not been able to get other 
plays like that. If it to con- 
nue, it will have to strengthen 
t= organization and command, 
perhaps through contact with New 
York, a better class of plays than 
at has usually given. It is gratify-

heater was instituted to answer 


this question. 
J nen cannot succeed, and be- 
fore they abandon it the ama- 
teur dramatic organizations should 
consider where it will leave them. 
The little theater is everywhere a 
potent means of advancing the 
fronticrs of dramatic art. It can 
do what the commercial theater 
cannot do, that is produce plays 
which bear an important relation 
to the body of dramatic literature 
but cannot make money. The com- 
mercial theater may prefer the 
“Ulysses” of Stephen Phillips to 
“Abie’s Irish Rose,” but it cannot 
produce it. The little theater can. 
It is uncommercial. It enjoys that 
subsidy which all art and seldom 
any business enjoys. A creat many 
people put into the little theater 
generous sums of money which 
have as their justification keeping 
the theater open to genius despite 
commerce. That is a big idea. 
It has enjoyed the bounty of 
Winthrop Ames, the Lewissohn sis- 
‘ers, and many others. It is the 
idea behind the New York Theater 
Guild. Can we be sure that the 
tommercial theater would ever 
have given us Eugene O'Neill? We 
cannot truly. He is a little the- 
ater product.
